The 15lh Triennial Convention of 
the National Association of the Deaf 
opened on President Koherts’ 
Hiktiiday! 

Monday, August ytli, he was

jire.sentation was made by Chicago’s 
iicautiful .Miss Oeraldine (ribbons— 
the "Miss NPisD" of the Silver 
Jubilee—during the opening cere¬ 
monies in the stately ball room of 
tile New Willard. Yes the very 
ballroom where all the princes, 
jiotentates, politicians and pests, 
prance around during the height of 
the Capital City’s social season. 
The gildetl Louis XVI chairs we 
parked on, often held the good and 
great. Perhaps Roosevelt, Wil.^ni 
and Harding .sat on the veryv chair 
you occifpied that evening. The 
vast vaulted roof, in colonial design, 
white as alabaster, and the costly 
gleaming chandeliers, combined to 
fill one with a feeling of reverence 
and awe. vSoniething like one feels 
at entering Westminister Abbey, or 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 

There was a large American flag 
suspended from a vertical stall and 
flapping in the breeze of a large 
eldctric fan, beneath which stood 
Mrs. Win. McGann of Chicago as 
she declaimed "The Star S|»angled 
Hanner.’’ Mrs. Mc< ianii was given 
a boiKjuet of American beauties by 
admirers of the Pas-a-Pas club in 
Chicago, the oldest indc|)cndent club 
of deaf folks in the country-but 
the ignorant chump who presented 
them did not have the brains to do 
the presentation over the footlights, 
as he should. '

ercises .Monday night had a strong 
searchlight playing on the speakers’ 
stage, enabling those in the farthest 
corner to see without eye-strain.

The simple little 
lieadstone says that Clyde S. Saw- 
hill, Philadel|ihia, Corjioral in the 
3l9th Infantry, HOth Division, was 
killed October .3, 1918. Nothing 

about the long ilay and night he lav 
between the firing lines, both legs 
shattered from a stream of machyie 
gun bullets. Nothing of the sacri¬ 
fice of his (leaf parents, who sent 
this 25-vear-old lad to h'rance, where 
he fell at Dannevoux Woods, in the 
Argonne. Rev. Collins Sawhilland 
his wife, froi* Ohio, stood at the 
grave of tludr son in that lilistering 
heat, as President Roberts said n 
few fitting words and, placed a spray 
of flowers on his grave. Rev, Saw- 
hill’s response was iinafTected, but 
touching. "Clvde was a good la<l. 
It can’t be helped. 1 only ask you 


younger ones to start a tradition, 
to decorate our boy’s grave through 
generations yet to come, as a re¬ 
spect to all we deaf did directly 
or indirectly in those dark and 
dire days.’’
